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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 5-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 1-4 merely set forth the sealing element and describe it as "in use..." However, 
claims 5-10 inferentially sets forth actual engine structure. If applicants wish to claim the 
combination of elements then there must be an explicit recitation: i.e.: in claim 5, ...the 
combination of the sealing element and a wall element... 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-4 and 11-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by DE 
19636130. Seal 12 has the recited "y-shape". Although it is used with an intake manifold, the 
claims set forth merely a desired use for a lubricating oil catching space, and the seal could 
perform in such an environment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Esch 

et al (5467843) in view of FR 20231 53 or DE 2971 2759. 

Esch et al shows (fig. 5) only a single arm abutting a wall for sealing. Both FR'153 (elements 9) 
and DE759 (elements 14a) disclose using two arms for better sealing; therefore, to do likewise 
in Esch et al would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 17-19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Claims 5-10 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims.
